Three m iles of the roadw ay re ­ 
m ains to be opened and paved 
to provide a direct connection 
betw een Edom and Rancho Mi­ 
rage and the Palm Desert area.

Scope to Include All Community 


Reciting the history of the Welfare and Friendly Aid 
association from its inception, Mrs. Harold Hicks last Monday 
reported on action of the board of directors in enlarging and 
expanding its activities from solely members of the Palm 
Springs Woman’s club, to include the entire community. 
She read the report on behalf §>------------------------------------------a---- 
of Mrs. Barney Hinkle, chairman 
of the Welfare and Friendly Aid 
association. 
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THE REPORT revealed that 
from 1925 to 1940 a handful of 
public-spirited citizens took care 
of the poor and needy of the Vil­ 
lage. They were known as the 
Friendly Aid Society and they 
did untold deeds of mercy. In 
1940 it wasi suggested that a sec­ 
tion of the Palm Springs Wom­ 
an’s club be formed to be called 
the Welfare and Friendly Aid 
section to carry on the duties and 
increase the services of the or­ 
iginal society. 
One of the first projects was 
the Health Center. 


INCORPORATION into a char­ 
itable organization was accomp­ 
lished in 1943 at the suggestion 
of the many donors and advice 
of attorneys. 
At this time, in 1943, the as­ 
sociation ceas-ed to he a section 
of the Woman’s club and became 
a separate legal body. 
The by-laws of the group, how­ 
ever, 
limited 
membership 
to 
members of the Woman’s club 
and included provisions that the 
directorate include the officers of 
the association and members of 
the Woman’s club. 


BECAUSE, since that time, the 
activities of 
the Welfare and 
Friendly 
Aid 
association have 
served the entire community in­ 
cluding Cathedral City, Desert 
Hot Springs, Garnet, Edon and 
Rancho Mirage, directors felt that 
it should draw its workers and 
be supported by the entire com­ 
munity. 
To accomplish this, two amend­ 
ments 
to 
the 
by-laws 
were 
adopted 
defining 
membership 
qualifications, 
broadening 
the 
field and eliminating the pro­ 
visions limiting membership and 
directors to the Woman’s club. 


PRAISE was given the Wom­ 
an’s club for the assistance fur­ 
nished the association at all times 
and hopes expressed for contin­ 
ued co-operation.

Harold Murphy, president of the 
Woman’s club who accepted the 
report and expressed the club’s 
gratitude for the work done by 
the association.

100,000 Acres to 
Bloom as Result 
Of Canal System 


Water from the All-American 
Canal will eventually bring 100,­ 
000 acres in Coachella Valley 
under irrigation, transform the 
area into a Garden of Eden—and 
not change the climate of Palm 
Springs or any part of the dis­ 
trict. Authority for this state­ 
ment is Joe Snyder, chief en­ 
gineer of the Coachella Valley 
Irrigation district, who addressed 
Rotarians at the Desert Inn last 
Wednesday. 
Considerable long-range plan­ 
ning will make this irrigation 
district unique among any here­ 
tofore undertaken, Mr. Snyder 
explained, in that its distribu­ 
tion system will be entirely un­ 
derground. When complete, there 
will be G00 miles of underground 
pipe which will prevent water­ 
logging the land and avoid in­ 
creasing humidity in the area. 
Work on the Coachella Valley 
section of the canal will be com­ 
pleted in 90 days. Snyder said, 
and the first section of under­ 
ground pipe system started soon. 


WATER is being pumped from 
the area east of Palm Springs 
more rapidly than it is being re­ 
plenished, Snyder told Rotarians. 
The new irrigation project will, 
however, help to relieve this sit­ 
uation, he said. 
Protection of the valley from 
flash floods has been provided 
through a complete flood con­ 
trol system already completed, 
the speaker explained. By profit­ 
ing through the experiences of 
other irrigation districts, it is ex­ 
pected that the Coachella Valley 
project will be perpetual rather 
than become useless for agricul­ 
ture as has been the experience 
in many areas. 
.

such assets can only be diverted, 
by a three fourths favorable vote, 
so to do, and such assets can 
only be diverted to other non­ 
profit hospital and or institu­ 
tions, in the comm unity operated 
for com m unity benefit.

Hope Alone in His Class as Comedian 
And Entertainment Humanitarian, Life 
Story of Honorary Mayor Shows 


From Hoofer to M ayor 


In Few Short Years 


Is Record of Star 


Wherever show business is dis­ 
cussed, the name of Dob Hope is 
certain to enter the conversation. 
He is alone in his class, not only 
as a comedian, but as an enter­ 
tainment humanitarian who gen­ 
erously and tirelessly donates his 
efforts in behalf of worth-while 
causes. 
As a performer, Hope is in con­ 
stant demand. To many he sym­ 
bolizes completely the joy of liv­ 
ing and laughter, and his pic­ 
tures, radio programs, personal 
appearances and daily syndicated 
column are eagerly anticipated. 
During the war, 
stage and 
screen produced countless enter­ 
tainers for the armed forces, 
some of whom became heroes, 
others martyrs. 
There is only 
one legend-—Bob Hope, leader of 
the group blessed by Frances 
Langford. 


Even 
before 
Pearl 
Harbor, 
Hope was flitting around the 
country like a jackday providing 
entertainment for the lads who 
had been lifted from homes and 
jobs in the name of Selective 
Service. After the Jap stab, he 
became omnipresent. 
In the two years before Decem­ 
ber 7, 1941, Hope made a rem ark­ 
able tally of 562 gratis appear­ 
ances — an accomplishment that 
brought him a special Oscar from 
the Academy of Motion Picture 
Arts and Sciences. 
Then, dedicating his talents to 
the servicemen, Hope by V-Day 
had appeared at almost every 
camp, naval base and hospital in 
the country, and had made six 
overseas trips to entertain GI’s in 
the front lines. He has travelled 
in all more than 1,000,000 miles. 


AS TO MOTION PICTURES. 
Hope recently completed his fifth 
“Road" jaunt with Bing Crosby 
the “Road to Rio”. 
Immediately 


prior to this picture, he made his 
debut as a producer, his fifth ef­ 
fort, “My Favorite Brunette”, in 
which he co-starred with Doro­ 
thy Lamour, being a smash hit. 
It was released by Paramount, 
the studio that has made him one 
of the top cinematic idols of the 
generation. He currently is star­ 
ring in "The Paleface". 
First and foremost a gag man, 
he is the epitome of the vaude­ 
ville training school. He scarcely 
takes time out to live as a family 
man because, in addition to be­ 
ing an inveterate showman, he 
has an intense hunger to reach 
people as a human being. 


THE FIFTH of a stonemason’s 
seven sons, Leslie Towne Hope 
was born in Eltham, England, in 
1904. Then the Hopes migrated 
to 
Cleveland where 
Bob ran 
around with a bunch of toughies, 
picking up early knowledge the 
hard way. 
While he was in high school, 
Hope started to study tap danc­ 
ing. After a few lessons, the in ­ 
structor got a job in Hollywood 
so Hope took over the school. H e 
was successful with it too, but 
gave it up when he went to work 
as a clerk for a motor company 
after finishing high school. 
Hope also took up amateur 
boxing with a group that includ­ 
ed Johnny Riske. In a couple of 
his fights, Hope hit the other 
man’s hand with his chin so hard 
that Hope woke up in the dress­ 
ing room. So he quit. 


HOPE'S NATURAL wisecrack­ 
ing, he insists, was the sole rea­ 
son that he kept his job with the 
motor company. They needed a 
master of ceremonies at the sales­ 
man’s meeting. 
But one day, Hope learned that 
Fatty Arbuckle 
was going 
to 
make a personal appearance in 
Cleveland and that a couple of 
other acts were needed. He team ­ 
ed with another youth, George 
Byrne, in a dancing act and land­ 
ed the job. It lasted two weeks. 
Arbuckle liked them and intro-

duced them to the manager of a 
road show musical comedy who 
gave them a job. They danced, 
did a black-face act, and Hope 
sang in a quartet and doubled 
o nthe saxophone. If the show 
were in a hurry, he helped pack 
the scenery. 
Eventually, the show closed 
and Hope and Byrne went into 
vaudeville, opening at the De­ 
troit State Theatre. They rem ain­ 
ed there three weeks. From there, 
they moved to a Pittsburgh the­ 
atre and finally to New York, 
where they appeared on a bill 
with Daisy and Violet Hilton, the 
Siamese Twins, for several weeks. 
One night, Hope and Byrne were 
told by their manager that they 
were to make an audition. They 
reported for the audition and 
f o u n d 
probably 
the 
world’s 
toughest judges. The judges in­ 
cluded 
Eddie 
Dowling, 
K a t e 
Smith, Ruby Keeler, Smith and 
Dale and certain other persons of 
equal fame. The team was signed 
for the show that next afternoon. 
The show was “The Sidewalks 
of New York". 


AFTER IT CLOSED, there was 
another tour in vaudeville but 
eventually Hope realized that a 
dancing act, unless it was sensa­ 
tional, was a meager reed for a 
stage career, so the partners de­ 
cided to work out an act in Chi­ 
cago. They booked Newcastle, 
Ind.. to break the jump from New 
York to Chicago. 
The night their act opened in 
Newcastle, the manager asked 
Hope to announce to the audi­ 
ence that Marshall Walker and 
his Whiz Bang Revue would ap­ 
pear in the theater the following 
week. Hope agreed. 
That was 
where his training in 
Scotch 
brogue came in. He started tell­ 
ing Scotch jokes and kidding the 
announcement and the audience

Braven Dyer Pays

As sports editor of the Los An­ 
geles Times, Braven Dyer knows 
Bob Hope—who becam e honorary 
m ayor of Palm Springs today—as 
a sportsm an in every sense of the 
word. In his daily colum n in the 
Times, Dyer w rote thus «about 
Hope: 
“If they gave Bob Hope a testi­ 
m onial dinner every night from 
now until he expired 
it still

"DURING SOME of the war 
years I had the pleasure of tour­ 
ing a bit with Bob, M aury Lux- 
ford, Bing Crosby and others on 
those golf exhibitions. There were 
tim es w hen Bobs’ schedule kept 
him so busy th at he couldn’t 
reach the hotel until the week 
sm all hours of the morning. Yet 
he never once reported late to the 
first tec and in some m iraculous 
m anner he also hit a straight ball 
down the fairway. 
“Bob’s interest in spoils is far 
from synthetic. As a high school 
boy in Cleveland he aspired to a 
track career. But it takes a Jotla 
w ind to be a runner and inas­ 
m uch as Bob could never quit 
talking he had to quit running. 
He turned to boxing instead and 
had two fights under the nom do 
punch of Packy East. Bob didn t 
have the light style of nose for 
boxing and when his second bout 
ended w ith the canvas coming 
up to m eet him he abandoned all 
hope of ever am ounting to much. 
“Golf, of course, is something 
else again. This is his passion. He 
plays w henever tim e perm its and 
w ill drive many miles to get in a 
game. His power of concentration 
and his uncanny ability to relax 
are his greatest assets as a golfer. 
Bob shoots in the 70’s but won’t 
ever be satisfied until he wins 
the Lakeside championship. 


"HE’S APPEARED in so many 
places for so m any charities that 
it would take a special edition 
just to list them.

He took up tap dancing and 
pool playing w hile going to high 
school. He w orked for a brief 
time as a clerk for an automobile 
company. Then he decided to be­ 
come a fighter. He changed his 
nam e to Packy East, and entered 
the am ateurs. He won his first 
bout, drey a bve in his second, 
and was knocked cold in the 
third. Then he decided to become 
a dancer.

has

brow n hair, brow n eyes, and no 
sense of ensem ble in his clothes. 
A tie is a tie and a shirt is a 
shirt. He has shown up at the 
studio in gray pants, yellow socks, 
blue shirt, red tie and checked 
sports coat. If it w eren't for Bing 
Crosby, he would be considered 
a careless dresser. 
He 
has 
probably 
played 
to 
more servicem en than any other 
entertainer. He has played prac­ 
tically every cam p in the United 
States, has been to Alaska, and 
then overseas to Sicily, Africa, 
and London He was an A m eri­ 
can abroad, even when he re­ 
turned to London. And it was al­ 
ways som ething for a laugh, even 
w hen he was at the front seeing 
bombs fall. 
He cabled B arney Dean, who I 
is his companion and works on 
all his pictures, from Londan: 
"Saw C hurchill last night. W on­ 
derful neew sreel." 
He actually got started in show 
business in a roadshow musical 
comedy. He was part of the team 
of Hope and George Byrne. 
He 
w as then Lester Hope. He danced, 
sang in a quartet, and played a 
saxophone. And he did most of 


his act in blackface. When the 
show closed he w ent into vaude­ 
ville. It was then th a t he changed 
the Lester to Bob. 
It sounded 
more 
“typically 
vaudevillain", 
more chummy. 
He is m arried to Dolores Reade. 
who was a singer. T hey met w hen 
he was in ‘'Roberta” on B road­ 
way. A friend took h im to an ig h t 
club w here Miss R eade was sing­ 
ing. He invited h er to see the 
show. W hen she left for a night 
club engagem ent in Florida, he 
kept in touch with h e r by phone 
until she agreed to m arry him. 
They have two adopted childreen, 
Linda and Tony. H is pet nam e 
for Dolores is “D ream G irl'. She 
calls him “Pet". 
They live at Toluca Lake in an 
English 
stvle 
farm house. 
The 
house is literally b u ilt around a 
pool table. As a pool "hustler" in 
Cleveland, he yearned for the day 
when he could own his own ta ­ 
ble. He also has a room in the 
house which is filled with gag 
files. 
He loves to play golf. He is an 
excellent player, and his favorite 
opponent is Bing C r o s b y . It was 
on the golf course th a t they b e­ 
came friendly, and this led to 
their plaving together in pictures. 
Now he and Bing go on tour and 
play golf and sell W ar Bonds. 
He likes telephones w ith extra 
long cords, because he can't sit 
down durnig a phone conversa­ 
tion. He has to be w alking up and 
down. He chews gum incessantly. 
He odesn t park it during scenes 
but wads it into the back of his 
mouth. 
He has no business manager 
and does all his own banking. At

began to roar. He was a terrific 
hit.

open the following Sunday in one 
of the larger theatres, the Strat­ 
ford. Hope went there for three 
days—and 
stayed 
six 
months. 
Then came tours 
in Western 
vaudeville, and over the old In­ 
terstate Circuit, and finally, New 
Yolk. By this time, Hope had 
paid off his debt and accumulat­ 
ed $5000. 


SO, ARMED with letters from 
theatres where he had played, 
Hope decided to buck Broadway. 
Bookers tried to spot him in small 
houses, but Hope haughtily re­ 
jected them, demanding centrally 
located theatres. 
The bookers were at first as­ 
tonished and angry. 
“Don’t be angry w ith me,” ex­ 
plained Hope, “I’m just not in­ 
terested in playing such theatres. 
There’s no use bothering me with 
such offers.” 
Then the bookers grew respect­ 
ful. The offers increased in qual­ 
ity. Finally, one day Hope re­ 
ceived an 
offer 
to play 
the 
Eighty-Sixth Street theatre. His 
spot on the bill—remember that 
spots are very important to an 
actor—was next to closing. Lea- 
trice Joy, then on a personal ap­ 
pearance tour, had the closing 
spot. After the second show, of­ 
fers of contracts poured in. 
He 
signed a three-year contract with 
the RKO circuit as a headliner. 
He took a film test for Pathe— 
and still swears the test broke 
the company. 


HE WAS SIGNED for the stage 
show, "Ballyhoo’’. Then came an­ 
other tour in vaudeville, followed 
by the stage show “Roberta". 
During this show’ Hope loaned 
Fred MacMurray 
his hat 
and 
cane to make a screen test for 
Paramount. 
Other stage shows 
such as “Ziegfeld Follies” and 
“Red, Hot and Blue", followed. 
The radio heard of Hope and he 
W’ent on the air. 
Several motion picture offers 
had been declined by Hope until 
finally Paramount signed him for 
“The Big Broadcast of 1938,” in 
which he scored a sensational 
success when he teamed with

Shirley Ross to introduce the 
song hit “Thanks For The Mem­ 
ory ’. After that his rise to pop­ 
ularity on the screen and on the 
radio was one of the fastest on 
record in show business, and his 
personal appearance tours con­ 
tinue to break theatre records 
throughout the country. 


DURING THE RUN of “Rober­ 
ta" a friend took him to a night 
club where Dolores Reade was 
singing and introduced the two. 
Bob, in turn, invited her to see 
his show. She believed he was a 
chorus boy, and was amazed to 
discover that he was the star. 
When she left for an engagement 
in Florida he kept in touch with 
her by telephone until in 1932, 
she agreed to marry him. After 
eight years of marriage they de­ 
cided to adopt a daughter, Linda, 
now four years old, and later a 
boy, now nearly three years old. 
Then, in 1946, they adopted two 
more youngsters, Nora and Kelly, 
now almost a year old. 
In 1938 Hope made a trium ­ 
phal return to England for the 
ninety-seventh birthday of his 
grandfather Hope. He returned 
on the “Queen Mary” just as war 


was declared, writing, on the 
ship, new lyrics to “Thanks for 
the Memory” in tribute to his na­ 
tive land. 
His grandfather died at 99, a 
few days after Bob visited him on 
his 1944 round of troop encamp­ 
ments. 


AT THE MOMENT. Hope lives 
unpretentiously in a rambling 
San Fernando Valley house that 
boasts neither swimming pool 
nor tennis court. His home life is 
best described as non-existent.
